This 
local  church  whfM  fhe  organized  became  an  or¬ 
ganism.  Ills  bodyny  .  Then  He  commissioned  this 
church,  and  all  fiiHer  similar  churches  in  the 
world,  to  evnngelfii  the  whole  human  race.  He 
promised  them  tijftt'n  a  tiling  power  to  carry  out 
this  great  comptKHpn,  Lind  indicated  that  they 
should  not  undertHij  this  work  before  they  should 
receive  thl*  enabnp  power.  Luke  24:49.  The 
promise  of  this  bMIsm  of  the  Holy  Spirit  which 
would  enable  thewttp  keep  this  great  commission 
was  to  every  .disSjMe  cjf  Jesus.  Acts  2:  ,17-91- 
This  Baptism  of  Mg  Holy  Spirit  meant  an  im¬ 
mersion  of  the  baiter  Jfn  Him,  lust  as  he  is  im¬ 
mersed  In  the  ati|mt>fie|e  in  which  he  lives.  And 
Christ  only  can  Erotlzetthe  disciple  In  the  Holy 
Spirit  which  ma|j»i  enftrely  distinct  Spirit  bap¬ 
tism  from  water  Iwtisin  which  is  administered 
by  man.  Just  as  &e|  believer  seeks  water  baptism 
at-  the  hands  Of  Mff  Minister  In  the  church,  so 
the  disciple  shotRjseek  Spirit  baptism  at  the 
hands  of  Christ 'ffjhenven. 

II.  The  FnlfilM&jt  of  the  Promise  of  the  Bap¬ 
tism  of  the  Holy  jjayJrU. 

One  thing  Is  aRmiys  trie  that  the  Lord  . will  al¬ 
ways  keep  his  iTMilses,  and  He  has  ever  kept 
this  Promise.  T|Sj  first  manifest  fulfillment  of 
this  Promts^  wa®wi  the,  day  of  Pentecost  when 
the  one  hundrevlSt^d  twenty  disciples  were  as¬ 
sembled  In  'that  Bnper  room  and  were  all  Im¬ 
mersed  In  the  Hpy|  Spirit  and  filled  with  Him. 
Acts  2-:  1-4.  Thejjatcond  manifest  fulfillment  of 
this  promise  occiiwed  during  the  severe  persecu¬ 
tions  In  Jerusa  *9''  when  the  place  where  the 
disciples  were  asfliiiled  Was  shaken  In  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  filled  him.  Acts  4y31.  The  third 
manifest  fulflllmfEti  of  this  promise  was  In  Sa¬ 
maria  when  Pet6||{jnd  John  visited  the  disciples 
there  and  they  wjgM  imnl'ersed  In  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  filled  with  ®th.  Acts.  8:5-25.  The  fourth 
manifest  fulflllraffU]  of  this  promise  occurred  In 
the  home  of  Cnfwjlus  at  Caesarea  while  Peter 
was  preaching  da,  they  were  all  Immersed  In 
the  Holy  Spirit  ifdl  filled  with  him.  Acts  10:44. 
The  fifth  manlfed’vAilflllment  of  this  promise  was 
during  the  vl*itljr|  Paul  to  Ephesus  when  they 
wpre  properly  iJjpueted  by  him  and  they  were 
Immersed  In  thefSMy  Spirit  and  filled  with  Him 
Acts  19:1-6.  Thwgiare  recorded  in  the  Scriptures 
other  manifest  flfjllinents  of  this  promise,  but 
I  need  not  contlgjej  this  enumeration.  We  notice 
that  In  all  yieselAiifllljpents  there  were  both  ex¬ 
ternal  and  Intent  manifestations  of  . the  Bap¬ 
tism.  The  termSUpilsm  la  not  always  used  in 
these  passages,  U|t  the  experience  ,of  Spiritual 
baptism  was  Indented  Just  as  the  Individual  la 


filled  with  the  air  when  be  is  Immplaed  In  it.  So 
the  disciple  Is  filled  with  the  Holy  Sptrijj  when 
he  Is  immersed  in  him.  These  tulfjjtgients  lit  this 
promise  of  the  baptism  of  the  H<j|y  Spirli  have 
been  occurring  ever  since  the  days  pf  the  aqostlea. 

ill.  The  Conditions  of  the  HURtl.-sm  If  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

If  any  church  which  lg  the  body  if  Chrlstjwould 
experience  this  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirli  there 
are  certain  conditions  which  mu|t  be  fuBnlled. 
The  first  condition  Is  that  the  members  »f  the 
church  must  be  converted  people.  ft  Is  p|rhaps 
Impossible  for  some  churches  to  uperiendB  this 
baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  becausdiso  few  §>f  the 
members  are  converted.  The  setfind  cognition 
Is  that  the  members  of  the  churm  must  |e  liv¬ 
ing  In  fellowship.  It  is  distinctly  I  ;  stated  In  the 
case  of  the  first  fulfillment  of  th^|  (iroml*  that 
the  one  hundred  and  twenty  dlsifjpies  w»e  all 
of  one  accord,  that  is  they  werejla  feliolvshlp. 
The  third  condition  is  that  the  nismbers  tf  the 
church  must  be  unworldly.  The  pwoccupafton  of 
the  lives  of  the  members  with  wq^ldly  Interests 
will  prevent  the  baptism  of  the  JjhurcA  f)i  the 
Holy  Spirit,  The  Lord  must  havdj  the  hllht-of- 
way  In  the  lives  of.the  members  before  he  enji  bap¬ 
tise  the  church  In  the  Holy  Spirit!  The  lourth 
condition  Is  that  the  members  of  tip  ichurcii  must 
live  the  surrendered  life  to  the  will  Of  Gods  The 
minister  cannot  baptize  a  cnndldatcin  wateifwlth 
out  this  surrender  of  his  life  Into  Idk  hands!  The 
fifth  condition  Is  that  the  members! jof  the  Aiurch 
must  be  faithful  in  living  the  ChrUUan  Ilfi.  The 
Lord  cannot  do  anything  good  With  a  dbiurch 
whose  members  are  unfaithful,  "nic  sixtl  con¬ 
dition  for  the  church  to  be  baptlzd]  In  thJ  Holy 
Spirit  Is  that  the  members  must  lilj  gssemtled  In 
worship.  The  seventh  condition  Is  Mlfat  thejmem- 
bers  of  the  church  must  believe  In  tftjo  Holy  Spirit. 
This  condition  Is  verified  by  the  exipHence  J>f  the 
disciples  «t  Ephesus.  The  church}  at  Jeriftalem 
was  an  example  of  all  these  romfmnns  bicause 
the  members  fulfilled  all  these  conditions  Before 
they  were  baptized  In  the  Holy  Spirits  Any  (Lurch, 
ran  exeperience  this  baptism,  If  ft  I  will  (imply 
with  the  conditions. 

IV'.  The  Hindrances  to  the  Baptijig  of  thJ  Holy 
Spirt. 

The  fewness  of  the  number  of  tha|ohurch«  that 
experience  this  baptism  of  the  Hoi]  Spirit  k  due 
\Very  largely  to  the  existence  in  |hie  rhuiili  of 
certain  hindering  causes.  One  of  jhese  hifldran- 
ces  is  the  sinful  lives  of  some  of  jthe  members. 
Another  hindrance  Is  the  disloyal  jilves  of |. some 
■of  the  members.  The  faultfinding!  Spirit  Hi  the 
lives  ow  the  members  will  hinder  tji*  Baptlfm  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  The  prayerless  lifts  of  seine  of 
the  members  will  hinder  the  baptism  <t  the 
Holy  Spirit.  The  faithlessness  o({  some  <y  the 
members  of  the  church  will  hindejjthig  btaitism 
And  the  selfishness  of  the  lives  oijaome  Jf  tho 
members  of  the  church  will  hinder]  tjhls  baitlsm. 
But  I  need  not  mention  other  hindrances.  J 

The  great  need  of  the  churches  of!  Jesus  Christ 
In  the  worg  of  evangelizing  the  world  is  thli  bap¬ 
tism  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  every  real  (lurch 
of  Jesus  Christ  may  experience  baptinn  by 
removing  the  hindrances  and  compiling  win  the 
conditions.  And  what  is  said  ofj  an  Idllidual 
church  is  true  also  of  an  Individual  Ohrlstin  In 
regard  to  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  (Spirit.  Khali 
we  not  alj  remove  the  hindrances  anil  comply*  with 
the  conditions  and  become  usable  la  jthe  evangel¬ 
ization  of  the  world?

RU8S1AN  RELIEF 

American^  who  have  been  In  Russia 
for  several  months  helping  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  American  relief  to  the 
famine  sufferers  often  comment  upon 
the  willingness  of  the  Russian  people 
to  share  what  little  food  and  shelter 
they  have  with  others  who  may  be  In 
even  more  desperate  circumstances. 

Two  of  the  most  recent  Instances  of 
this  generosity  that  have  come. to  the 
attention  of  the  American  Relief  Ad¬ 
ministration  workers  in  the  Moscow 
District  are  these? 

A  large  class  of  medical  students 
from  the  first  Moscow  University  vot¬ 
ed  to  give  their  Government  “plock" 
(monthly  food  ration)  to  one  it  the 
orphanages  of  this  city.  The  ration 
was  so  small  that  It  was  insufficient 
for  ap  adult  but  when  all  these  rations 
were  thrown  .together  they  made  n 
great  difference  In  the  feeding  of  six¬ 
ty  boys  and  girl*  In  the  orphanage 
Recently  this  students'  ration  was 
either  withdrawn  or  greatly  retarded 
in  delivery,  so  they  had  nothing  to 
contribute  to  the  orphans.  Then  they 
came  to  the  A.  R.  A  asking  help  for 
these  children,  for  whom  they  felt 
personal  responsibility. 

A  soldier  from  an  engineering  bat¬ 
talion  of  the  Red  Army  came  to  the 
A.  R.  A.  today,  asking  them  to  help 
provide  food  for  eight  refugee  orphans 
from  the  famine  district,  which  the 
battalion  had  "adopted”.  They  took 
these  children  from  the  Pokrovski 
Prlemnlk.— the  largest  refugee  collec¬ 
tion  home  In  Moscow, f-  and  provided 


them  with  food.  Bat  recenl  ly  their 
own  ration  has  been  cut  so  ow  that 
they  have  nothing  wl|ch  they  ran  pos¬ 
sibly  spare  to  feed  these  chili  ren.  He 
asked  if  any  help  cquld  be  liven  to 
them,  and  Donald  Rjenshaw.  Moscow 
District  Supervisor  tbld  him  to  send 
the  chi Iren  to  the  Hehnitage  or  med¬ 
ical  examination,  and; If  they  i  omplled 
with  the  requirement^,  they  i  ould  be 
admitted  to  one  of  tbfe  A.  R.  J  kitch¬ 
ens  In  the  city.

safety.  Let’s  Suppose  a  case:  If  In 
the  trial  of  a  criminal  there  were  a 
witness  put  on  the  stand  and  If  the 
said  witness  In  ‘the  second  half  of  his 
eidence  were  t contradict  what  he 
had  said  In  the  first  part  of  this  ,cstt- 
mony,  could  the  court  rely  on  his 
testimony  as  at  fact?  It  could  not. 
So  likewise,  If  the  different  ’churches 
can  sustain  thblr  claims  the  Bible 
would  be  disregarded  as  the  word  of 
God  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  a 
contradlettve  witness,  that  anything 
can  be  proven  by  the  Bible.  Now, 
should  we  try  to  Justify  the  claims 
of  the  dlfferen|  churches  and  thus 
condemn  the  Bible  as  being  double- 

tongued,  or  should  we  condomn  the 
Idea  of  the  different  churches  being 
sustained  by  the  Bible  and  therebv 
hold  the  Bible  up  to  the  world  as  be¬ 
ing  the  Inspired  Word  of  God?  Let  us 
do  the  latter,  apd  let  the  whims  and 
notions  of  the  people  fall,  for  It  Is 
not  a  reasonably  conclusion  that  the 
Bible  would  teach  us  to  be  of  fhc  same 
mind  and  same  splrlf.  and  then  sus¬ 
tain  the  different  doctrines  taught  by 
the  different  churches,  which  could 
not  exist  if  we  were  of  the  same  mind 
for  In  being  of  the  same  mind  on  any 
subject  we  must  necessarily  believe 
the  same  thing  Therefore,  the  Bible 
Is  not  like  a  double-tongued  witness 
who  contradicts  his  own  testimony.
